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CONTROVERSY IS. 
GROWING BITTER 


Peary’s and Cook's Friends Line Up 
Behind Respective North Pole 
Claimants. 


London, Sept. 9.—English seientists 

and explorers decline at present to 
be drawn into the fierce controversy 
which is raging between-the follow- 
ers of Dr. Cook and Com. Peary. A 
number, whom the correspondent saw 
today, refused to permit themselves 
to be quoted saying it seemed as if it 
was an American domestic wrangle 
which could be, at best, settled by 
the Americans themselves. 
Com. Peary’s announeement giving 
the liedirect to Dr. Cook’s’ claims 
made a great sensation in scientific 
and exploring circles. 

The English seem inclined to re- 
gard anything Co. Peary says .¢ 
worthy of belief. On the other hand 
Dr. Cook’s attitude and action in im- 
mediately wiring congratulations 'o 
Com. Peary, a receiving in return 
ubuse, has caused a number whe 
doubt his story to admit his attitude 
towards @om. Peary has been com- 
mendable, dignified and generous to 
the extreme. 

Kidnapped His Eskimos. 

London, ept. 8&—The London 


. Times says the New York Times will 


publish tomorrow a letter from Com. 
Peary, dated May 1908 and addressed 
to the editor, where in Com. Peary 
expresses his views on the secrevy 
with which Dr. Cook prepared his 
expedition. “I beg to note’ Com, 
Peary writes, “that Dr. Cook located 
himself at Etah which had been my 
rendezvous and depot for years; that 
he has about him my Eskimos and 
dogs. assembled at Etah with the ex- 
pectation of meeting me last sum- 
mer; that he has been approprating 
to his own use the sefvices of the 
Eskimos I have trained in methods 
of protracted and serious Arctic 
sledge work and is utilizing their im- 
timate knowledge of th® routes, game 
and resources ofthe land of the 
north, which they have gained under 
my lead and guidance.” 

After declining to make any com- 
ment on the probability of Dr. Cook 
reaching the pole, Com. Peary ends 
as follows: “One think I note, name. 
ly, that one definite result of Dr. 
Cook’s presence in that region will be 
to make a drain upon the strengti: 
and resources of my Eskimos, espec- 
ially in regard to the number of their 
dogs, which they had assembled at 
Ftah last summer in expettation cf 
my coming, and upon the game re- 
sources of the region, all of which I 
need and which, under the most 
favorable conditions, are never too 
great. In order that there may not 
he any mistake as to my position in 
the matter, I ‘wish to say that I re- 
gard Dr. Cook's action in going north 
sub rosa, while ostensibly engaged in 
efforts to promote Ausitarctic work, 
and for the admitted purpose «f 
forestalling me, one of which no man 
possessing a sense of honor would 
be guilty.” 

Or, Cook Makes Reply. 

Copenhagen, Sept. 8.—Dr. Cook said 
today: “I will not enter into any 
controversy with Com. Peary. H 
Com. Peary tells me he reached the 
pole I believe it. If Com. Peary 
says I kidnapped his Eskimos I re- 
ply that the Eskimos afe no man’s. 
They belong neither to him nor my- 
self. I engaged them and paid them 
twice what they asked. It is ‘foolish 
to say that I appropriated Com. 
Peary’s stores, I can hardly credit 
that Com. Peary has said such 4 
thing. As a matter of fact Com. 
Peary took my stores, saying to the 
custodian that he would organize 
relief expedition for me. Tomorrow 
I will make an announcement which 
will give proof that I am sincere and 
ready to present ofy evidence.” 

Danish Arctic experts refuse to 
show the slightest incredulity of Dr, 
Cook's claim. Captain Sverdrup to- 
night said: “Com. Peary will never 
admit that the Pole was reached be- 
fore he got there. He is the most 
jealous of men and thinks he hag got 
a lease on the Pole. He is sure he 
has a keen and sharp adversery and 
is not afraid of using any means to 
discredit Dr. Cook. 

Peary. Has a Reputation, 

Copenhagen, Sept. 8—The Natignal 
Tidende says: ‘Doubtless, Knud s- 
mussen has the means of producing 
reliabkh evidence and when he says 
Dr. Cook must be trusted that opinion 
counts for more than Commander 
Peary’s statements of what the Es- 
kimos told him. Commander Peary is 
too much a party to the case for his 
word to be accepted unconditionally. 
Besides there is this, remarkable 
point: That now the Eskimo’s opinion 
suits Commander Peary he does not 
mind using it as authentic evidence, 
while he formerly repudiated it as 
such, but the truth is the Eskimos 
have not said anything at all of what 
Commander Peary has stated. 

“Those who remember how Com- 
mander Peary behaved when years 
ago he saw Captain Sverdrup as his 
competitors at Smith’s Bound will ‘be 
certain that Commander Peary would 
be an uncompromising enemy of any- 
body having the audacity to rival him 
in the run for the pole, and would 
employ all his methods to defeat the 
competition, But that Peary would 
use perfidious means, nobody’ had im- 
agined.”’

Delegation of Citizens Wilt Wait 
. Upen the Local Government et 
its First Meeting—Proposed 
Bridge Will Greatly Benefit City.

At the metieng of the Provincial 
Government which will likely be held 
this week the committee of citizens 
appointed some time ago to further 
the east end bridge proposition wiil 
wait upon the cabinet to asksfor fin- 
anci®] (assistance. The committees 
is composed of many of the largest 
property holders in the east end of 
Rdmonton and they contend thatthe 
building of the bridge will give muen 
easier access than at present to the 
eapital by the people of Clover Bar 
and surroutiding districts. 

The strongest argument to be p7e- 
sefited for assistance is that the 
government have already given grants 
for three or four bridges in Calgary 
and the same treatment should o@ 
forth coming to this city. This fea- 
ture will be strongly urged by the 
delegation. 

The proposed bridge, the location 
of which is from the end of Water 
street, just west of D. R. Fraser & 
Comapny’s mills, to the road allow- 
ance on the opposite side is esti- 
mated by the engineers to cost $150- 
000. By adopting this site whieh has 
been pronounced the most satisfact- 
ory ag a result of soundings taken of 
the river, there would be no pur 
chase of land necessary for a right of 
way. If the lower site proposed were 
edopted a large purchase would~ be, 
necessary to secure an entrance to 
the bridge.

Hon. Geo. P. Graham Declares Government Will Place Before Next 
Session of Parliament Legislation in Reference to Imperial Quest- 
ions Which Will be Immensely Popular. Ontario Liberals Awakening 


Toronto, Sept. 8—-An explenation cof 
the reasons for issuing a charter to 
the Metropolitan Racing association 
and an account of the proceedings in 
counection with the matter were the 
features of an address delivered by 
the Hon. Charles. Murphy, secretary 
of state, at the annual meeting of 
the General Reform Adsociation of On- 
tario today. The minister also took 
ceeasion to outline what he comsider- 
ed would be better newspaper work in 
the interest of the party than the pol- 
icy at present pursued by some of the 
Liberal papers, 

The meeting unanimously decided to 
eall a convention of provincial Lib- 
evals during June of next year at 
which it is intended to formulate a 
platform ior the party. The future, 
the Hon. George Graham predicted, so 
far as the Liberal party was concerned, 
would not be one of retrogression, 

“We hope,” he said, “during the ap- 
proaching session of the Dominion 
parliament to have a program to 
place before the people of Canada with 
reference to imperial questions, which 
will be popular, not only with the peo- 
pe of this province ard of the Domin- 
ion, but with the entire empire. 
(Cheers.) 

“The government is aggressive. It 
dees not make much fuss, but when it 
seer u thing to do it does it and that's 
tho kind of government that will be 
popular with the people.’’ 

The Hon, Chas, Munphy was intro- 
dduced by the president as the “Man 
whe will become one of the best lead- 
er. the Liberal party has ever given 
to the Dominion.”

Toronto, Sept. 8—The Globe will say 
tomorrow in part; “The Hon, Ohas. 
Murphy did a good service yesterday 
in his statement as to the responsi- 
bility of the government in granting 
the federal charter to the Metropolitan 
Racing association. This is the first 
adequate and authoritative statement 
that has been made and it goes to the 
root of the question. It is now srttled 
beyond dispute that in the judgment 
of the federal authorities the secre- 
ary of state is under obligation to 
issue a charter with all its privileges 
to every group of persons applying 
for it, no matter who they are or what 
their character or purpose or record 
as promoters and managers of race 
track gambling plants, y 

The secretary of state says it is not 
within his diseretion to refuse it. And 
in this view of his official obligation 
he is confirmed by the department of 
justice and the prime minister. “The 
interpretation of the limitations and 
obligations of the government in rela- 
tion to the granting of sueh chanters 
clears the air and makes the issue 
plain,”’ 

Mr. ‘Murphy's criticism of the Globe 
and ids course in this matter may be 
interesting, but it is of minor public 
importance, It so happens, however, 
that it is withous lowtiation in fact. 
The Globe did go to his office in Ot- 
tawa seeking explanation and informa- 
tion as to the granting of this char- 
ter, Every available source of in- 
formation was exhausted.

their intention to consider that problem 
but to his mind it was a matter that 
was werthy of the consideration of their 
hody and they should press home the 
necessity for a solution of it.

They should have a strong ve- 
solutions committee and any resolution 
that passed should meet with the gen- 
eral approval of the whole body after 
due conisderation, otherwise they would 
he putting beth the government and 
themselves to very -considerable trouble, 
President's Address.

«» charter was issued to such a group 
of applicants, as a matter of depart 
wental routine, was not sufficient un- 
ti, authoritatively confirmed and ex- 
plained by a responsible minister, But 
the minister’s confirmation and ex- 
planation does change the bsentials of 
the situation. 

From the Globe's point of view it 
is entirely satisfactory that the larger 
and more fundamentz! issu should be 
raised and faced and fought to a fin- 
ish. ‘It is also satisfactory to have 
the unreserved, emphatic and absolute 
declaration of the secretary of state: 
“That with any attempt to put down 
race track gambling, I am thoroughly 
in sympathy. If the matter of putting 
down the evil wefte brought up in the 
House there would be no warmer sup- 
porter of the bill than Mr. Murphy.” 
That is right and entirely satisfactory. 
In the light that is now inevitable the 
power of the secretary of state will 
be put to the proof; will be used to 
the full in suppressing an evil that 
in every province of Canada is one 
of the most demoralizing and ruin- 
ous of the vices sapping the commer- 
cial integrity and business morality 
in Canadian life.
